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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 7,8,10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bonin et al (DE 4202703) taken in view of Smigo et al (5,232,553) or Oriaran et al 
(5,695,607). 

Bonin et al adds a fatty acid ester of the type disclosed in the last paragraph on 
17 spanning 18 of the instant specification to improve bulk and porosity of paper, 
cardboard and carton. Since the same fatty ester is used in Bonin et al as in the present 
invention, it must inherently have the claimed properties such as the lyotropic degree, 
brightness. Recycled pulp is disclosed in the example (50/50 chip paper on the basis of 
recycled news paper). It appears that that is in reference to a 50:50 mixture of recycled 
pulp. In any case, Smigo et al and Oriaran et al are cited to evidence that recycled or 
deinked pulp is conventionally used to make paper in amount as claimed. Note in 
regard to claim 8,
